Frow Oun Own CoRRESPONDENT, 
EDINBURGH, Thursday. 


HE following is the . text of the 
iy Affirmation of Unity — umanimoasly 
adupted at the end of the Conference 

on Faith and Order, in Edinburgh, and 
solemnly read by the Archbishop: of York in 
St. Giles’s Cathedral :— 
“We are one in faith in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the incarnate Word of God. We are 
| one in allegiance to Him aa Head of the 


Lords. We are one in acknowledging that 
“this allegiance takes precedence of any other 
allegiance that may make claims upon us. 
“This unity does not consist in the agree- 
ment of our minds or the consent of our wills, 
It is founded in Jesus Christ Himself, Who 
lived, died and rose again to bring us to the 
Father, and Who through the Holy Spirit 
dwells in His Church, We are one because 
we are all the objects of the love and grace 
ot God, and called by Him to witness m 
all the world to His glorious gospel. 
“Our unity is of Tienes and spirtt. We 
aré divided in the outward forms of our life 
in Christ, because we understand differently 
His will for-His Church. We believe, how- 
ever, that a deeper understanding will lead 
us towards a united apprehension of the 
truth as it is in Jesus, 
“We humbly acknowledge that our 
divisions are contrary to the will of Christ, 
and we pray God in His mercy to shorten 
the days of our separation and to guide us 
by His Spirit into fullness of unity. 
“ We are thankful that during recent years 
we have been ‘drawn together; prejudices 
nave been overcome, misunderstandings re- 
moved, and real, if limited, progress has been 
made towards our goal of a common mind. 
“In this conference we may gratefully 
claim that the Spirit of God has made us 
willing to learn from one ‘another, and has 
given us a fuller vision of the truth and 
enriched our spivitual experience. 
“We have lifted up our hearts together in 
prayer; we have sung the same hymns; 
together, we have read the same Holy 
Scriptures. We recognise in one another, 
across the barriers of. our .separa- 
tion, a common Christian. outlook and 
a common standard of values. We are, there- 
fore, assured of a unity deeper than our 
divisions. 
“We are convinced that our unity of spirit 
and aim must be embodicd in a way that will 
make it manifest to the world, though we 
do not yet clearly see what outward form it 
should take. 
“We believe that every sincere attempt to 
co-operate in the coneerns of the Kingdom of 


in increased mutual understanding and good- 
will. We call upon our fellow-Christians of 
all communions to practice such co-operation ; 
to consider patiently occasions of disunion 
that ‘they may be overcome; to be ready to 
learn from those who differ from them; to 
seek to remove those obstacles to the further- 
ance of the Gospel in the non-Christian world 
which arise from our divisions, and con- 
stantly to pray for that unity which we 
believe to be Our Lord’s will for His Church. 
“ We desire also to declare to all men 
everywhere our assurance that Christ is the 
one hope of unity for the world in face of the 
distractions and dissensions of this present 
time. We know that our witness is weakened 
by our divisions Yet we are one in Christ 
and in the fellowship of His Spirit. We pray 
that everywhere, in a world divided and per- 
lexed, men may turn to Jesus Christ Our 
ord, Who makes us one in spite of our 
divisions, that He may bind in one those who, 
by many worldly claims, are set at variance, 
and that the world may at last find peace 
and unity in Him, to Whom be glory for

MILK LEVIES

DERRY, Friday. 


It was learned to-night that Northern 
Ireland milk producers in the London- 
derry area have been notified that from 
1st September they will be liable for pay- 
ment of all levies under the Northern 
Milk Act, which will operate in the Lon- 
donderry area. The operation of the Act 
was delayed for two and a half years so 
far as Londonderry district was con- 
cerned, owing to the opposition of the 
Donegal dairy farmers. 
The question now is whether the local 
Northern Ireland dairy farmers will be 
able to supply Londonderry, fifty per cent. 
of which has been supplied by ye me 
One prominent Tonilohidetry armer 
to-night said that while milk will not 
be too plentiful next “month, especially 
after the holidays, I think that the new 
dairies which have started in anticipation 
of capturing Donegal trade will be able 
to meet the demand fairly - well. At 
present they are not working to capacity, 
and they could easily increase their 
supplies. There may be some shortage in 
the South Ward, which was exclusively 
supplied by Donegal. 
No definite information can be gleaned 
as to the Donegal men’s efforts to obtain 
an alternative market after August 28.

A friend who has recently been on holi- 
days in Dublin, and who owns a small 
farm in the South of England, told me 
that his small som had been acting in the 
capacity of “ the farmer’s ” while he 
was here. The boy had volunteered to 
look after the pigs and poultry in his 
father’s absence.

Johnstown Castle, Co, Wexford.

SHANGHAI WAR A BLIND 


Let me clearly state my opinion that this 
new Shanghai slaughter tallies in every par- 
ticular with the 1932 ‘‘incidents.”” Japan 
was then interested in Manchuria, as she is 
now in Chihle Province. Both attacks on 
Shanghai were fomented, without any hope 
of large territorial gains, to cloak widespread 
encfoachments. In 1932 the war began 
because Japanese troops were ready, ie, 
three priests may have been kidnapped. in 
1937 the Japanese troops, navy, air force 
and mechanised units are once again ready. 
Thus war begins—though two or three 
Japanese may actually have been victims of 
Shai:ghai’s not infrequent murders. There is 
one important difference. In 1932 one or two 
civilians were killed by stray bullets south 
of the Soochow Creek, which irregular! 
divides the International Settlement in half. 
In 1937 the Chinese no longer saw why the 
Japanese war base should be unattackable 
because it happened to be in International 
Settlement territory. So thousands of 
civilians south of the creek died, because 
Chinese aircraft manceuvred over the so- 
called no-man’s-land, which aciually served 
the enemy as a base. In 1952 the undeclared 
war stopped because Japan. had clearly the 
upper hand in Manchuria and knew she 
would not be dislodged. In 1937 the war 
will stop when Japan. is firmly rooted in 
North China. A point of difference: Where 
formerly China put pathetic faith in the 
League of Nations and the ponderous im- 
tence of the Lytton Commission, she now 
fights without time-wasting~ alliance-seeking 
for her territorial integrity. 
As an illustration of Japan’s simply ex- 
pressed foreign policy of war-acquired lands 
and markets, may be taken the words of her 
Foreign Minister, Mr. Naotake Sato, on May 
24th: “ The best way to solve the pressing 
issue of the large annual increase in the 
nation’s population is through expanding 
production and energetic acquisition.” - 


ADMINISTRATION 


Shanghai, sixth largest city in the world, 
has a population of 3,260, 000, and is made u 
of three separate administrative areas, eac 
governed by its independent authorities. 

(1) The International Settlement adminis- 
tered by a Municipal Council of fifteen, which 
includes nine foreign and six Chinese repre- 
sentatives elected annually. 

This year the Chairman of the Council, Mr. 
C. 8. Franklin, is an American. There are 
usually five British, two American and two 
Japanese members of the Council, though 
there may sometimes be a Continental repre- 
sentative elected at the expense of Britain or 
America. 

(2) The French Concession, administered 
by the French Consul-General and a Council 
of foreigners and Chinese.  Billeted near 
the Parc Koukaza are detachments of French 
and Annamite troops. 

(á) Greater Shanghai, with its own Mayor, 
appointed by the National Government, 
which is under the direct control of the 
Nanking Government, and is not subject to 
provincial authority. 

For a long time the Municipal Council of 
the International Settlement tacitly ignored 
the boundary, and went on quietly build- 
ing roads, public works and parks outside 
the limits. of the Settlement. When the 
matter was thrashed out the Council was 
aiowed to exercise police control on these 
outside road areas. Thus, both the Japanese 
barracks adjoining Hongkew Park and the 
‘“‘Tommies’”’ huts in Jessfield Park are in 
the outside roads area. 


EMERGENCY MEASURES 


The Japanese population of 30,000 lives, 
almost to a man, north of the creek in the 
Hongkew district, now under the con- 
trol of Japanese troops and irregular civilian 
volunteers or '“ ronins.” In the Shanghai 
war of 1932 the troubled Hongkew and 
Nangtzepoo districts were under the police 
control of the Council. To its officers and 
men fell the task of ensuring that lootin 
and murder by rampant troops and ‘‘ronins 
were prevented, and that safe con- 
duct was given to the hapless refugees 
out of the Japanese-patrolled zone. It is

on mud flats, the Settiement originally estab- 
lished was British, which tm 1863 amalga- 
mated with the unrecognised American 
Settlement to form the International Settle- 
ment. The French Government refused to 
come in; thus there is a separate French 
Concession. 

Cosmopolitan it is, not only from the 
leavening off of foreigners from a hundred 
countries, but also from the twenty Chinese 
peoples of differing stock and dialect that 
meet and fuse therein. Financial centre of 
China, stronghold of the banks, key-Bourse 
of all the Eastern market, the depression 
struck it late and hard. Only London and, 
perhaps, New York can bvast of greater 
tonnage; few cities rival its industries and 
manuiactures. 

Its peculiar garish charm is not felt or 
appreciated by most forergners, who regard 
cis a as birds of passage, band them- 
selves“into their racial groups, and live the 
circumscribed life of a small community 
against the background of Chinese servants, 
Chinese crowds, Chinese speech, and the new 
China’s painful adolesvence.. The British 
have their cathedral, the country club, where 
everyone is ‘‘ Empah,’’ and ia accepted as 
“ eounty ” in the uniformity of large 
salaries and nepotical succession. to positions 
in business houses and the Administration. 


ST. PATRICK’S SOCIETY 


The Irish have a St. Patrick's Society, 
which holds an annual ball, helps needy 
Irishmen, and flies the Union Jack. . The 
Americans live mostly in the French Conces-; 
sion and Outside Roads Areas, go to the 
American School run by missionaries, take 
up positions in business houses, talk very 
American, play baseball, know ne Chinese, 
and join the Columbia Club. The French, in 
their own Concession, are ostentatiously 
national, the streets have French names, there 
is a French Municipal School and a Jesuit 
University (l’Aurore), champagne flows freely 
on the Quatorze Juillet in the Cercle Sportif 
Frangais, a truly international club which 
might very easily be in Paris except for the 
Chinese waiters, the best inthe world. They 
have a small river frontage on the Whangpoo, 
chiefly occupied by quay and office buildings. 
Just beyond the Concession limits is situated 
the Jesuit Observatory at Siccawei, which 
supplies invaluable meterological service to 
the China Seas. 

The Russian community live in Frenchtown, 
as it is called; they are all White Russians, 
and consequently there are more dukes, 
cavalry officers and ladies-in-waiting to the 
square yard than at the enclosure at the

CHINESE IN SHANGHAI 


‘The Chinese population is, for the most 
— poor; but has adjusted its standard of 
iving te ivel comfortable and certainly fairly 
well fed. There are some, of course, very 
wealthy, whose sons are American college 
boys, and whose homes are large and splendid. 
Most of the houses are badly lit, with good 
roofs of Chinese slates and soft grey bricks; 
and, except for dirt and smells, rather 
presentable. ‘To find ten in a room is not un- 
common, but they live uncomplainingly and 
almost happily between epidemics. ‘The 
streets are narrow and cobbie-stoned, with 
swinging signbcards and banners meeting in 
the middle, noisy with the cries of a score 
of traders and the gossip of a thousand 
tongues. ‘Travelling cooks, shoemakers, 
barbers, and locksmiths crying their wares, 
each in his own specta: sing-song, add to the 
babel. The boat population, while not as 
dense as that of Canton, is very considerable, 
and scr a spare half-hour can be spent look- 
ing at the simple life of these philosophical 
water dwellers. 

The roads of the Settlement and French- 
town are wide and imposing, often tree 
planted; yet are inadequate to the 
enormous rush hour traffic. The prompt. 
action of the ‘Chinese Government in 
stopping the peaceful penetration of 
foreigners into the outside roads area, and 
in defining the limits of foreign territory has 
led to. hai’s growing upwards, and to 
the erection of skyscraper flats and office

T is a characteristic of books about 
| Hollywood that they leave the reader 
feeling just as confident about his know- 
ledge of Hollywood at the beginning as at 
the end. Nobody yet has described with 
conviction just what it feels like to be 
dining and dancing up to the neck in film 
stars in such resorts as the Cocoanut 
Grove and the Brown Derby, or revelling 
in che homes of the stars themselves. Mr. 
Holstius makes a far better shot at it 
than most. 

He already has a number of novels to 
his credit; but he decided to go to Holly- 
wood and explore the possibilities of 
making a living as a scenario writer. He 
chose a novel method. Disguising himself 
as an out-of-work seaman, he entered 
Hollywood in the cabin of a long-distance 
motor lorry. Subsequently he gives a 
particularly vivid impression of the lower 
levels of Hollywoed life; of the burlesque 
shows, with their ‘‘ strip-tease ’’ acts, and 
of the “‘taxi’’ dance halls. One night he 
felt impelled to have a little comfort after 
his numerous sufierings, and went to dine 
with some friends: whom he had known 
in England.

AAODERN civilisation has wrought

To one of these few remaining oases of 
Polynesian culture came Clifford Gessler, 
newspaper man, from Honolulu on a three 
months’ trip with a scientific expedition.

The author has two strong claims upon 
the attention of all students of the affairs 
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studied carefully. 


and development of the British Common- 
wealth, and upon those who desire to 
follow the evolution of imperia) senti- 
ment. He offers a full and judicious selec- 
tion of the relevant documents, and the 
facts are presented from what, in the 
main, is a Canadian viewpoint. This 
Canadian viewpoint is important, as it 
leads Professor Dawson to the apparent 
conclusion that development ended with 
the Declaration of 1926, which was later 
to become familiar as the Statute of 
Westminster. The documents in the book 
make a useful appendix to the splendid 
collections of Professor Berriedale Keith, 
and the way in which they are presented 
makes them easily available for refer- 
ence. For this alone Professor Dawson 
deserves the thanks of all whose interest 
in. Dominions affairs makes constant re- 
ference to the documents ajnecessity. To 
the practical politician the book may be 
something of a disappointment, but that 
will be solely on account of its restricted 
scope. It is as the considered’ view of a 
trustworthy Canadian that. the book will 
be valuable, and as such it deserves to be 


The situation which Professor Dawson 
had to present was that of equality of 
status combined with inequality of func- 
tion. No matter what view be taken at 
the moment about the equality of the 
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A Canadian View of Dominion

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in Dublin; the problem of defence has so 
far received little public consideration, 
The British Navy is still in Simonstown, , 
as it is at Cobh, or Sydney, or Halifax; 
and it 1s ultimately upon that navy that 
the function of defence must fall. Pro- 
fessor Dawson most accurately reflects 
Canadian opinion in this: his own country 
has not only the protective influence of 
the British Navy, but it is also within the 
orbit of the American Monroe Doctrine, 


The Problem of India 


While, naturally, his own country’s 
position in the Commonwealth scheme is 
the primary consideration of the author, he 
does not wholly neglect the other 
Dominions. The development of the poli- 
tical position of the Irish Free State is 
thoroughly explained, although the latest 
stretch in the definition of Dominion 
status enshrined in the new Constitution 
has escaped scrutiny. Where the real 
test of Dominion status may come is in 
India; and it is extraordinary that this 
test is apparently without interest for the 
author. The future position of India— 
now an Empire in its own right—within 
the Commonwealth is a problem that has 
exercised the finest minds in Great Britain 
and elsewhere for a long time. At present 
India is in the embryonic stage of a new 
Commonwealth Federal State, but whether 
the embryo ever attains a separate life is 
surely a matter of Commonwealth interest. 
There is nowhere within the Common- 
wealth a model upon which the new India 
may. build; nor is there in India, ap- 
parently, a desire to profit by the political 
development in other parts of the Common- 
wealth. Whatever happens, India must 
follow an individual line, although some 
lessons may be learned from the experience 
of the federations of Canada and Aus- 
tralia. 


Variation in Pace 


In the opinion of Professor Dawson the 
Commonwealth has varied only in the pace 
of its development, never in the direction 
of that development. This is hardly a 
tenable proposition at present, when in 
India and in Ireland variations in direction 
are at least possible. The pace of develop- 
ment, the author thinks, falls into five 
phases, in the final phase of which we are 
still living. It may be that finality is an 
improper thought to ascribe to Professor 
Dawson, and that what he actually means 
to imply is that the present phase may be 
the last. In the period before the War 
the Dominions had obtained control of 
their own afiairs, and were throwing out 
feelers beyafd their boundaries. They 
could take part in the War and then press 
their nationalism at its end. The Imperial 
War Cabinet had contemplated something 
different: principles of foreign policy 
being settled in conference, and details 
left to the British Government. This 
notion was really out of date before 1914, 
and Professor Dawson contrasts the bold 
language of 1921 with the “ weighty 
silences’’ of a couple of years later. 
Chanak had changed both pacé and 
direction of development, and the 
centralisation of 1921 had given place to 
an opposite tendency by 1926. 

“ The history of t# Dominions,’ says 
Professor Dawson, “ has not, perhaps, 
been uth as to fit them for the task 
ahead; for the issues of the future will 
demand qualities which the Dominions 
have rarely been called upon to exercise— 
tact, breadth of vision, generosity, willing- 
ness to compromise and to co-operate, 
good-will and tolerance. Hitherto the 
Dominions have always pressed their de- 
mands, and Great Britain has made the 
concessions. . . . But the position has 
greatly changed ; for the Dominions cannot 
now ask favours, they are no longer deal- 


Dominions with Great Britain in theory 
or in law, it will be plain to the most 
cursory observer that to Great Britain is 
still reserved, often tacitly or by default, 
some of the major functions. In the sphere 
of foreign affairs, as in the associated 
problem of defence, the division of func- 
tion between Britain and the Dominions 
is still in the theoretical phase. In the 
Irish Free State, for example, although 
Ministers have been assigned to foreign 
capitals, and Legations have been set up 
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ing with a superior, and they cannot 
continue to ask for everything and concede 
nothing. The réle of martyr which they 
frequently assumed in the past has been 
out-moded.’’ That is a passage which 
might be pondered in many Dominion 
capitals, and in none, perhaps, with 
greater effect than in Dublin. Indeed, the 
whole book, despite its limitations, is one 
admirably adapted to the needs of the 
time, and should receive the attegtion its 
merits undoubtedly deserve.

HE author has displayed an extra 
ordinary energy in collecting. weird 
curiosities, such as quaint customs, 
unusual physical features, and all sorts 
of odds and ends about places in Britain 
and Ireland. It is rather astonishing. 
however, that he should still include 
Ireland in Britain; for that may be 
counted as the one over the thousandth 
oddity in this book. Perhaps the wish is 
father to the fact. Of the many curiosities 
mentioned here is an amusing dialogue 
recorded on a tombstone in a Hereford

In some 
more direct passages the verse has the 
merits of rather boring prose, but much 
more often it is clumsily pretentious and 
over-weighted with senfentious clichés.

Freedom of the Press 


A case of vital importance not only to 
every journalist, but also to every citizen 
of the British democracy, was decided at 
Stockport, Cheshire, yesterday, when a 
young newspaper man named Ernest Lewis 
was. fined five pounds by the magistrates 
for an alleged breach of the Official 
Secrets Acts. These Acts, passed in 1911 
and 1920, were designed to protect the 
nation against. espienage om behalf of 
foreign Powers, and their value has beer 
‘proved again and again In the case otf 
sirnest Lewis, however, their invocation 
seems to be inexplicable. Some time ago 
the local police were on the track of a 
man who was wanted for some form of 
petty fraud. A confidential cireular was 
sent round tó various police officers giving 
the description of the wanted man, and a 
well-known newspaper printed this descrip- 
tion, manifestly in an effort to help the 
police to find him. It was obvious that 
the journalist who wrote the description 
for his paper must have had access in 
some: way to the police circular, and he 
was pressed closely by the police to dis- 
close his source of information, Naturally 
Mr, Lewis refused, maintaining a tradition 
that has been observed by all self- 
respecting journalists for centuries. He 
then was haled before the Courts on the 
instructions of the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, was found guilty, and fined 
five pounds. The magistrates have stated 
a case 'Íor the purposes 'of appeal, This 
prosecution goes right to the root of the 
Press's liberty in these islands. No 
responsible newspaper man expects to be 
placed above the law, or to be given any 
legal privileges that are denied to the 
mass of the people; but every journalist 
worthy of the name will go to jail cheer- 
fully rather than disclose his sources of 
information. To invoke the Official Secrets 
Acts against Mr. Lewis was to make a 
mountain out of a mole-hill; but the 
matter had raised an issue of the very 
deepest importance to everybody con- 
cerned. The people of these islands—of 
Ireland as well as of Great Britain—place 
a high value upon the freedom of their 
Press.. They know what has been happen- 
ing in Germany and in Italy, where the 
newspapers are mere sounding boards for 
dictators’ voices; and they are doubl) 
jealous of their own liberties. -

In the advertise- 
ment offering the piece of furniture for 
sale it was said that the ghost ‘ would, 
no doubt, feel more at home if welecomed,”’ 
and it seems probable the disturbiny 
visitor will be not only welcomed, but 
eagerly sought. Some of those who offer 
a home ask for a guarantee. ‘‘ Can 
you guarantee ghosts?’’ one potential 
purchaser demanded. The owner laughed 
at this, but the laughter died in her throat 
when the ghost himself appeared, ‘‘ stand. 
ing in front of the mantelpiece, wearing a

Three 
years ago the wardrobe was bought at a 
sale for ten pounds; but when it was 
knocked down at that bargain price it was 
merely a convenient receptacle for cloth- 
ing. To-day it has acquired. fame and 
reputation by offering hospitality to a 
ghost.

The Times in a leading article to-day 
gays:—M. Bonnet’s new taxes and drastic 
economies have restored budgetary 
equilibrium in France, and thereby have 
laid a basis for the revival of confidence 
necessary for a revival of business. The 
effects are already visible. The outflow of 
gold and capital has been stopped. 
Although the Bank rate has been twice 
reduced, some thousands of millions of 
francs have returned to the Bank of 
France. ,Most encouraging of all,,the dis- 

. count on forward francs has fallen very 
considerably—a sure sign that confidence 
is being restored. The difficulties which 
have now to be faced are the unfavourable 
trade balance and the tendency of prices 
to rise, increasing the costs of production 
and leading to labour troubles by the re- 
duction in real, as distinct from nominal, 
wages. : 

What is now needed is a great increase 
in production, enabling prices to be kept 
down. and encouraging consumption. It 
was inevitable that prices should move up, 
as the franc was reduced in value in terms 
of gold and foreign currencies, but the 
tendency, unfortunately, was accentuated 
by some of the social reforms introduced 
by the previous Government, to which 
industry was given too little time to 
adjust itself. A rise in the low wages 
hitherto current was long overdue, not 
only *in justice to the workers, but to 
restore the internal markets which had 
been drained of buying power. There was 
also urgent need for the more effective 
recognition of the rights of trade unions 
to negotiate terms for their members. But 
the successes of the first stay-in strikes 
caused extravagant claims to be made and 
disorganised industry. If full advantage 
is to be taken of the more favourable 
budgetary position, employers and em- 
plovés must come together, recognise the 
facts of the situation, and co-operate in 
prodacins as much as possible at the 
owest costs consistent with the better 
standard of life to which the workers have 
made good their claim.

OBITUARY 
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THE EARL OF PERTH 


The Earl of Perth, who was taken suddenly 
rll at a hotel in-Rouen on Tuesday last. died 
there yesterday in the General Hospital, 
where, on Thursday, he had undergone an 
operation for internal perforation. He was 
aged sixty-six. His illness was stated to 
have been due to the effeets of captivity 
during the Great War. 

William Huntley Drumménd, fifteenth earl, 
was born at Simla on August! 15th, 1871, 
the son of the tenth Viscount Strathallan, 
whom he succeeded in 1893, 
of his cousin in 1902 he succeeded to the 
Earldom of Perth. Educated at Charterhouse. 
he entered the Army, and had served as a 
captain in the 3rd Battalion, Black Watch 
(Royal Highlanders), 

The earl is succeeded in the title by his 
half-brother, Sir Eric Drummond, who has 
been British Ambassador to Italy since 1933, 
and was Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations from 1919 to 1933. 


MR. JOHN J. MCDONALD 


Mr. John J. McDonald, the well-known 
Dublin solicitor, died at his residence, 
Belclare. Temple Gardens, Rathmines, yester- 
day morning. Mr McDonald, who was born 
in Dublin in 1875. was a member of the 
firm of John J. McDonald end Co., solicitors. 
His father was a prominent Dublin wool 
merchant, who married a sister of the late 
Most Rev. Dr. Hoare, Bishop of Ardagh 
and Clonmacnoise. He was educated at 
Belvedere College, Dublin, where he was a 
brilliant student, and later he figured 
largely in the debates of” the Solicitors’

MR. ROOSEVELT’S 
ATTITUDE 
From. Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 


WASHINGTON, Friday. 

President Roosevelt told a Press con- 
ference after news reached here of the 
explosion of an anti-aircraft shell aboard 
the United States flagship Augusta at 
Shanghai that he had received only 
fragmentary unofficial despatches on the 
incident, ‘The men on the spot, he said, 
were better able to judge what should be 
done about it than officials at Washingtcn. 
When asked whether any retaliation was 
contemplated, the President replied that 
such incidents. were almost bound to 
happen in a situation like that at 
Shanghai. He again indicated that the 
invocation of: the Neutrality .Act would 
await official severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions between China and Japan. 

News of the incident arenes quickly 
through the capital, had caused severa! 
members of Congress to comment that the 
time had come for the President to invoke 
the Neutrality Act. The United States 
éailor killed, John Falgout, would have 
been 21 to-morrow. 

Officials of the Navy Department said 
that they expected that the Commander 
of the United States Asiatic fleet would 
make a sharp protest to both China and 
Japan over the explosion. 

Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Ambas- 
sador, called at the United States Depart 
ment to-day. 

Sir Ronald did not see Mr. Cordell Hull, 
United States Secretary of State, and the 
purpose of his visit is not as yet ascer 
tainable. 

Mr. Cordell Hull, at his Press Confer 
ence, termed the shelling of the Augusta 
an ‘‘ unfortunate incident.” 

He added that the United States was 
continuing in- its attitude that her 
nationals at Shanghai must be protected 
while they remain there, but they were 
ape urged to evacuate the city to the 
“ fullest possible extent.” 

About 800 Americans, chiefly women 
and children, it is reported by the 
State Department, have prepared to 
sail from Shanghai aboard the Presi- 
dent Hoover, — . 

Two hundred others cancelled their 
passages, apparently because they felt at 
the time they did so that the Shangha:

Evidence of identification was given by 
Frederick Willmott, of Dartford, a transport 
manager, who said that he ‘ast saw his 
brother alive on July 17 outside his café.

Something or somebody was aiways 
against him. 

Commenting on the diary, the Coroner sail: 
“I have no reason to doubt that the stat 
ments made in it are true, and it is a very 
sad and pathetic history of a man’s strugg's 
against adversity. 1 think the time came 
when the effect of that struggle ‘over a 
period of years got the better of him.”

Heretofore the standard of football .in the 
local senior competitions has been much too 
low, but now that the clubs, in order to 
enable them to draft in a better class of 
player, have increased the minimum charge 
to one shilling it is up to them to justify 
the extra levy, and so keep faith with the 
football-going public. 

It would be asking too much of the teams 
in one or two matches to produce that higher 
standard of football that the public will 
insist on by right, and the opening matches 
are not likely to be much. above the average 
for a kick-off; but the quicker the senior 
teams settle down the better those who pay 
the piper will like it. 
It is in the fitness of things, even though it 
is by the luck of the draw, that Bohemians, 
our premier club, should open the season at 
home to-day. Brideville, who had to seek re- 
admission to the League, will be the amateurs’ 
opponents; but the “ signings ” by Brideville 
suggest that it will be a different team this 
season. A good start, as in a sprint, means a 
lot, and it is to be hoped Brideville will effect 
one this afternoon. Bohemians will be much 
the same as last season. i i 
The most interesting match of the series 
will be to-morrow's at Dalymount Park, 
where Limerick make their first appearance, 
The new club have been content in the main 
with local players, Jones and O'Neill being 
the only “ importation,”’ and for that reason 
their meeting with Shamrock Rovers, who in- 
clude Dunn at centre forward, is all the more 
attractive.

In the early stages Underwood gave Lynch 
a lot of trouble with swinging punches to the 
face, but Lynch was very impressive with his 
left and right hooks and revealed all his old 
power. He shook the Australian with a right 
to the face in the second round and forced 
Underwood to clinch. In the third round 
there was a lot of holding and Lynch, coming 
out of a clinch, landed hard to the body. 
After this he was complete master of the 
situation and had Underwood on the retreat. 


JAKE KILRAIN BEATEN 


Jake Kilrain, British welter-weight cham- 
pion, was surprisingly defeated on points 
over ten rounds at Glasgow last night by Jim 
Purcell, Australian champion. Purcell demi- 
nated the exchanges throughout, while Kilrain 
seemed to be below his best form. He con- 
tinuously attacked the body and missed easy 
opportunities. Purcell evaded many of the 
champion’s blows and scored with counter- 
punches to the face and body, which had the 
champion at one period in distress. 


FARR NOT WORRIED 


Welshman is Going to Surprise 
Everybody, Says Manager 


LUNG BRANCH (N.J.), Friday. 


Everybody except Tommy Farr seems to be 
concerned about the nasty gash which was 
opened up on his right cheek-bone during a 
training» bout yesterday. The cut has 
responded marvellously to treatment and 
when the bandages were removed to-day there 
was hardly a trace left of the injury. Never- 
theless. before Farr is allowed to resume 
actual boxing he will be examined by the 
New York State Athletic Commission’s official 
doctor, William Walker, who is expected to 
visit the training camp to-morrow., ._ 
Farr soon showed that he was not going to 
allow the matter to upset him. He was “4 
bright and early and did half-an-hour’s roarl- 
work before breakfast. “Ita only a little 
cht.” he said. ‘‘It won't bother me.” 

Both Ted Broadribb and the promoter, 
Mike Jacobs, ridiculed the rumour that the 
fight might have to be postponed. The 
mishap will not greatly affect Farr’s plans; 
for even before the accident occurred it had 
been decided that he should take a rest from 
sparring to-day. ‘He fulfilled the work 
scheduled for iim, punching the bag, shadow 
boxing and skipping. i 

If Farr, as is probable. is permitted to 
resume boxing he ‘wants to stick to the 
original programme—namely, boxing to- 
morrow: and Sunday, light work on Monday 
and a final sparring work out on Tuesday. 
Special attention, however, will now have to 
be paid to finding an appropriate defence 
for Farr’s head against Joe Louis’s left jabs 
since a re-opening of the cut in the early 
rounds would be the obvious danger to the 
Welshman. . 


THE ACCIDENT 


The accident yesterday threw the English 
camp, already shaky from internal dissensions, 
into deep gloom for it was realised that, 
although the wound would be heafed by next 
Thursday, Louis could hardly fail to open 
up the cut again. 
Acting under orders, Joe Wagner had 
plied Farr with an aggressive left-hand 
attack.

All sorts of stories are being told of the 
dissension in the camp, and newspapers are 
commenting unfavogrably on the matter. It 
became so pronounced recently that even the 
casual visitor could not fail to notice that 
the atmosphere was different from that 
which should prevail in an orderly peaceful 
training camp. 


DISSENSION IN CAMP 


Despite his recent statement .to the con- 
trary, Ted Broadribb ero aioe á admitted 
that all was not well in his relations with 
Farr and his Welsh advisers. Dissension 
flared up again yesterday when Joe 
Churchill one of Farr’s Welsh advisers, re 
turned from a secret observation of Jae Louis 
inaction. “Churchill is a nuisance,’’ Broadribb 
declared. ‘‘I wish he would stay away from 
Farr’s work-outs every day, I am not work- 
ing for Farr any more,” said Broadribb. 
“1 am only working for a Briton who has 
a chance to win the world title.” 

‘‘ Farr is going to surprise everybody,” he 
said. ‘‘He can punch when he wants to, 
and he is one of the most cunning fighters 
in the ring to-day.’’ Broadribb added that 
he did not believe the troubles in the camp 
would affect Farr’s showing against Louis. 

Meanwhile, Louis is quietly working him- 
self into shape in a sina more cordial atmo- 
sphere. . Reports from his training camp at 
Pompton Lakes, New Jersey, to the effect 
that the champion is taking Farr lightly 
are not confirmed by the comments of the 
experts who have watched him in action.
